There  is  no  change  in  the  services  provided  by  the  Laboratory, 
Ambulance,  Nursing,  Clinics,  and  Hospitals,  whicli  continue 
to  be  satisfactory. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 
Water. — There  have  not  been  any  new  sources  of  water  supply 
<luring  the  period  under  review  ; the  construction  of  the  water 
mains  to  provide  a water  supply  in  North  Claines  Parish  haii 
been  commenced  and  the  Engineer  reports  that  good  progress 
is  being  made. 


All  cases  of  minor  contamination  of  weUs  have  been  dealt 
with. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. — The  construction  of  the  sewers  and 
outfall  works  to  serve  Fernhill  Heath  was  commenced  during- 
1937,  and  the  Engineer  reports  that  satisfactory  progress  is 
being  made. 

Rivers  and  Streams. — No  action  was  necessary  during  the 
period  under  review. 

Closet  Accommodation. — The  Council  had  no  scheme  for  the 
conversion  of  closets  from  the  conservancy  system  to  the  water 
carriage  system  during  the  period  under  review,  but  it  is  hoped 
that  such  a scheme  will  be  commenced  when  the  new  water 
supply  and  sewerage  schemes  are  fully  operating  at  Fernhill 
Heath. 

Public  Cleansing. — Further  progress  was  made  in  this  direction 
during  the  year,  when  the  Council  reorganised  the  system  of 
removing  Dry  Domestic  Eefuse  and  extended  the  service  to 
the  whole  of  the  Eural  district,  giving  a minimum  service  in 
the  scattered  portions  of  the  district  of  a collection  onte  pmr 
quarter. 

Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  Area. — The  report  of  the  Sanitary 
Inspector,  dealing  with  the  work  carried  out  during  the  year, 
is  attached. 

Shops. — No  action  was  taken  under  the  Shops  Act,  1934, 
during  the  year. 

Smoke  Abatement. — It  was  not  found  necessary  to  take  any 
action  during  the  year. 

Swimming  Baths  and  Pools. — There  was  no  necessity  for  any 
action  to  be  taken  in  connection  with  Swimming  Baths  and 
Pools.  There  is  only  one  swimming  bath  in  the  area,  which  is 
privately  owned. 

Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs,  etc. — Two  houses,  privately  owned, 
were  found  to  be  verminous,  and  in  each  case  disinsection,  by 
spraying,  was  carried  out  by  the  Council. 

Schools. — The  sanitary  conditions  and  water  supply  at  the 
several  schools  was  satisfactory.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

Milk  Supply. — Milk  Producers’  premises  have  been  visited 
during  the  year  and  the  samples  taken  have  proved  satisfactory. 

Meat  and  other  Foods. — The  four  licensed  slaughter-houses 
within  the  district  continue  to  be  conducted  satisfactorily, 
although  it  is  found  that  the  major  portion  of  the  meat  is 
purchased  by  the  Butchers  in  the  Wholesale  Markets. 

Adulterations,  etc. — It  has  not  been  found  necessary  to  take 
action  during  the  year  with  regard  to  the  adulteration  of  food. 

Chemical  and  Bacteriological  Examination  of  Food. — The 

chemical  and  bacteriological  examination  of  food  is  carried  out 
by  the  County  Analyst,  and  no  routine  sampling  was  carried 
out  by  the  Council’s  Officers.

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

ANNUAL  REPORT,  1938. 

I beg  to  submit  a Eeport  on  the  work  of  the  Public  Health; 
Department  for  the  year  ending  the  31st  December,  1938. 

The  period  under  review  is  not  outstanding  by  way  of  any 
particular  development  in  any  one  branch  of  the  Department’s 
activities.  Although  Air  Eaid  Precautions  is  not  necessarily 
part  of  the  work  of  a Public  Health  Department,  a considerable 
proportion  of  the  work  was  being  carried  out  during  the  first 
part  of  the  year  by  this  Department,  and  at  the  time  of  the 
Crisis  in  September,  normal  work  came  to  a standstill,  the 
staff  of  this  Department,  like  all  other  Departments  and 
Local  Authorities  generally,  concentrating  on  Air  Eaid 
Precautions. 

Since  the  crisis  every  effort  has  been  made  to  minimise  the 
effect  of  Air  Eaid  Precautions  upon  the  normal  work  of  the 
Department  with  little  success,  and  it  would  appear  that  Air 
Raid  Precautions  and  such  like  organisation  of  National  Defence 
must  be  regarded  as  a new  and  important  branch  of  work,  of 
no  mean  character,  to  be  added  to  the  duties  of  this  Department..

In  thirty-four  instances  the  patients  were  removed  to  the 
Joint  Isolation  Hospital  at  Bromsgrove,  the  remainder  being 
satisfactorily  isolated  at  home. 

One  case  of  Para-typhoid  B.  was  notified  in  the  Parish  of 
Ombersley.  Full  investigations  were  made  ; the  water  supply 
was  analysed,  and  the  owner  cleansed  the  well.  The  drainage 
system  and  cesspool  was  cleansed  and  disinfected  by  the  Council. 
It  was  not,  however,  possible  to  ascertain  the  origin  of  this  case. 

During  the  latter  half  of  August  and  the  early  part  of 
September,  two  cases  of  Infantile  Paralysis  occurred  in  ^orth 
Olaines  Parish.  Careful  investigations  were  made,  but  no 


contact  was  established  between  the  two  cases.  In  both 
instances  there  were  numeious  contacts  from  all  parts  of  the 
country,  but  it  was  not  found  that  any  contact  had  occurred 
with  this  disease.

The  attention  of  landowners  w^as  drawn  to  the  provisions  of 
the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  regarding  land  used  as  sites  for 
moveable  dwellings,  and  as  a result  six  licences  were  issued 


permitting  392  moveable  dwellings  in  respect  of  approximately 
35  acres. 

These  sites,  mostly  situated  near  the  River  Severn,  were 
mainly  occupied  at  week-ends  and  holiday  periods,  and  there 
was  a considerable  improvement  in  the  manner  in  which  the 
camping  was  conducted  as  compared  with  previous  years.

HOUSING  (RURAL  WORKERS)  ACTS. 

It  is  the  practice  when  serving  informal  notices  in  respect  of 
houses  not  in  all  respects  fit,  to  draw  special  attention  to  the 
provisions  of  the  Housing  (Rural  Workers)  Acts,  and  it  is 
gratifying  to  note  that  the  number  of  properties  dealt  with 
under  these  Acts  has  increased. 

During  the  year  eight  cottages  were  reconditioned  and 
schemes  were,  approved  in  respect  of  eleven  other  cottages,  of 
which  three  were  in  progiess  at  the  close  of  the  period  under 
review.

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

The  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  works  owned  by  the  Council 
have  received  regular  supervision  throughout  the  period  under 
review. 

The  scheme  for  the  provision  of  sewerage  facilities  mthin  the 
Parish  of  North  Claines  was  commenced  early  in  the  year,  and 
good  progress  has  been  made. 

The  Council  have  had  under  consideration  a preliminary 
report  for  a sewerage  scheme  in  Hartlebury,  and  the  same  has 
been  submitted  to  the  County  Council. 

At  the  end  of  the  period  under  review  no  definite  decision 
had  been  made  as  to  the  provision  of  Sewerage  and  Sewage 
Disposal  Schemes  to  serve  Dodderhill,  Upton  Warren,  or 
Ombersley. 


WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  scheme  for  the  provision  of  a public  water  supply  in 
North  Claines  Parish  was  commenced  early  in  the  year,  and  good 
progress  has  been  made. 

The  Bast  Worcestershire  Waterworks  Company's  water  main 
is  available  in  the  Parishes  of  Dodderhill  and  Upton  Warren, 
the  water  supply  in  the  remainder  of  the  district  is  derived  from 
wells.

Although  plans  for  263  new  buildings  were  deposited  and 
dealt  with  during  the  year,  the  number  of  houses  erected  and 
completed  was  only  41. 


The  development  of  a further  417  acres  has  been  considered 
during  the  year,  making  a total  of  2117  acres  since  the  Town 
and  Country  Planning  (General  Interim  Development)  Order. 
1933,  came  into  operation  in  1935.  The  Council  had  granted 
permission  for  the  development  of  1038  acres  by  the  end  of  the- 
period  under  review. 

In  conclusion,  I would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of 
expressing  my  thanks  to  the  Officers  of  the  Council  for  their 
help  and  willing  assistance  throughout  the  period  under  review.
